OF SLIGHT RELAXATION AND OPTIMISM (I.E., TALK OF OPENING CANAL) 
AMONG THE PUBLIC. CHOSE TO HIGHLIGHT THEME THAT MILITARY 
TENSION STILL EXISTS AND EGYPT MUST REMAIN ALERT AND CAUTIOUS 
UNTIL TALK OF CEASEFIRE IS REPLACED BY TANGIBLE EVIDENCE

SUSPICION." HEYKAL MENTIONED IN PRINT FOR FIRST TIME RUMOR 
THAT HAS BEEN CIRCULATING FOR SEVERAL DAYS-THAT INTELLIGENCE 
GATHERED FROM OCTOBER 13 SR-71 RECONNAISSANCE FLIGHT WAS MADE 
AVAILABLE TO ISRAEL AND WAS INSTRUMENTAL IN ISRAEL'S SUCCESS- 
FUL PENETRATION OF EGYPTIAN LINES.
